The Germans have effectively, re-

pulsed the attack of the allles on the

entrenched line of the enemy along
the Alsne. =
The forces of the uallles, however,

moved forward at two points in the
great battle line, which stretches from
Noyon In nn almost direct eaatern line
to the Meuse, !

In the valley nlf the Alsne Rlver, east
of the Argonne, the French ndvanced,
while at these extreme western end of
the line the British have made secure
thelr foothold on ghe north bank of
the Aisne,

Agaln and agrin have the allies at-

o the extreme western end they have
failed to break the German defense.

It Is belle ‘od hers that ths Germans
have auccesded {n withdrawing a large
portion of their eastern army from
Prussia, ‘and have hurried It into ac-
tion In another attempt to break
through the allied line In a general
eireling movement.

The official War OMce statemant |s-
sued at Bordeaux at 3:15 this after-
noon, and made public at General Gal-
lieni's hendquarters, stateg' that the
battle continues along the entire front
between the Rivers Olse and the Mausge,
with the Germans resisting the French

advance at all points In an effort to |

prevent the carrying of thelr fortified
positions behind which the armies
which participated in the battla of the
Marne are re-forming.

Meuse," says the statement, “with the
Germans flercely resisting the French
attack and fortifying thelr positions
along the lines previously indicated.”
